Ratcliff, Shadwell and the docks generally com- 
prise a neighborhood noted for business activity 
if they are wanting in attractive beauty. Here, 
in close vicinity to the wharves, docks, and 
great shipping centre, is indeed a field for raw 
material, and very few of your dealers there be 
but who are well acquainted with Baldwin & 
Hough, who have their head warehouse in Med- 
land street, Ratcliff, abou t twoor three hundred 
yards from Stepney Railway station. We 
enter the office and are introduced into a cosy 
sanctum where many a~‘‘deal” is done very 
quietly. There is, as a rule, not. much.comfort 
and no luxury about a London paper stock 
warehouse. Business is business, and must be 
attended to before office furniture and grand 
reception rooms. The premises are triangular, 
or perbaps tri-lateral. There are three ware- 
houses, each facing different streets, and each 
connected by iron doors, The main entrance is 
in Medland street, and here all the stock enters 
the warehouses. 

The modus operandi of Baldwin & Hough’s 
establishment is simple. The firm have control 
over som sixty or seventy shops where rags are 
collected, and as far as practicable, sorted. As 
soon as the stocks at these depots begin to get 
unwieldy, a foreman goes and inspects the stock, 
overhauling and examining the parcel to see that 
it has been selected according .to instructions. 
If everything be satisfactory the firm send their 
own vans to bring the rags into the warehouse. 
About a quarter of a mile down Narrow street is 
a second warehouse, capable of storing over one 
thousand tons, and sometimes a big parcel is 
sent here to be out of the way, it being all ready 
sorted and ready for packing. In other cases a 
large miscellaneous purchase goes there, and is 
This second ware- 
house becomes in such cases very useful and con- 
venient. 

The rags come from London and the country, 
and include the usual well-known various classi- 
fications, from fines down to the commonest 
thirds. All varieties of cotton rags, with a few 
linens occasionally, are dealt in and form part 
of the stock in the warehouse. 

The other supplies consist of the following: 
Ropes, gunny, canvas, &c. Ropes comprise a 
most extensive list of fibres, and can be divided 
into a good many classes. This firm make about 
twenty sorts of ropes. The docks and marine 
store dealers are the chief sources of supply. 
Collectors send their vans to the warehouse door. 
Sometimes the van will contain several kinds of 
material, and to do any business the whole lot 
has to be bought just as it stands. The cargo is 
examined quickly and correctly at the door, a 
price is offered, the van is unloaded and contents 
weighed, the cash is paid and the whole affair is 
settled. This is an expeditious way of doing 
business, and one that suits the denizens of Rat- 
cliff and Shadwell. 

From the docks and shipping come every pos- 
sible variety of ropes. First the tarred ropes 
form a great feature of Baldwin & Hough’s busi- 
ness. Some forty or fifty prisons are employed 
by the firm to pick this rope into oakum at so 
much per ton, the firm supplying the rope, of 
course, These prisons represent both London 
and county jails. It is interesting to know that 
a large portion of the oakum goes over to your 
side. 

Paper-makers’ ropes (tarred) may be classed as 
follows: Firstly, we have bolt rope. This is the 
rope used to bind sails, and is the most expensive 
quality of rope, the price often running to 17s. 
and higher. Next comes ‘ good selected tarred 
ship rope”—hemp. Then we have coil rope, so- 
called from its.being coiled into coils of about 
eighteen inches high and perhaps two feet diam- 
eter, each coil being securely tied with ‘‘ tyers.” 
These coils are hemp rope of any size or length. 
All the rope for export is packed in coil shape 
and travels very securely. 

The next quality is ‘bag rope,” consisting of 
selected clean tarred hemp yarns. And lastly, 


-we have “‘common bag rope.” This is a some- 


what miscellaneous collection of mixed rope 
shakings, and is known as “soft” rope. Shak- 
ings consist of the frayed ends and loose pieces 
of rope—rope that has seen some wear and tear. 
Such material, however, is by no means to be 
despised. Such are the varieties of . this class of 
rope—all tarred. There are several qualities of 
“white rope.” Firstly we have coil ‘ white 
rope,” all pure hemp rope, and quite free from 
taror coloring matter. This is used by some 
Paper-makers here, but most of it is exported. 
The néxt quality is “white rope,” which often 
Contains jute in variable quantities. Tuerefore

| these two classes. The “white rope” is gener- 


ally thin and is used mainly for packing and | 
wrapping purposes. It goes round scaffolding, 

bales, chests, and large packages. The other 
varieties, rigging, &c., are used for tying pur 

poses. ‘This firm do a very large trade in ropes, 
and I saw tons upon tons in warehouse, some | 
States and awaiting shipment. 

The next article I saw, and one which is dou- | 
bly interesting to me, was gunny. The firm | 
employ a traveler to buy up this useful material | 
for them at the wharves, warehouses, &c., all 
over London. Gunny, of course, as your readers | 
know, is used principally, if not entirely, as 
wrapping material, coming here to London, 
round Indian and China produce. Large sup- 
plies are obtained from tea chests and parcels of 
hides, &c. The gunny inclosing these goods is 
always good. The great question which decides 
its value is one of cleanliness. If bales or chests 
get turned among coal dust, mud or coloring 
matter of any description, the gunny suffers of 
course. Hence clean bales when unpacked yield 
No. 1 clean gunny, while the dirty bales give | 
No. 2 gunny, and the dirtiest and most torn will, 
perhaps, descend to common bagging. Gunny 
is a pretty fibre, is soft and open in texture, 
while bagging is harsher and more closely woven. 
Common bagging is generally the latter day ex- 
istence of old sacks. Potato, fruit and many 
other such materials require closely woven sacks. 
Flour, meal, &c., being in flature cleaner, will 
give better sacks, and gunny of this sort being 
clean and in good condition, may 
be classed clean gunny. Bagging 
depends upon its condition for the 
paper-maker’s favor—the cleaner, 
drier and newer it is the better. 

Gunny is always press packed 
forexport. In the sorting room 
in various prominent places I 
saw large placards warning the 
sorters and packers against india 
rubber and feathers—two very 
objectionable articles to be mixed with paper | 
stock. This firm has two hydraulic presses | 
—one wooden and the other iron—which are 
capable of turning out 20 tons per day. The | 
bales are good, iron hooped (5), and run from 7 | 
to8cwt. The pumps are worked by hand and | 
the fasteners used for the iron hoops are the 
same or nearly the same as those I saw in Man- 
chester. Jute ropes used for tying cotton and | 
other bales also form part of the stock I saw. 
They are really good fibre and quite equal to 
No. 1 gunny, if not superior. In this depart- 
ment of the establishment I saw a fair stock of 
manilla rope—clean and tarred, which come 
from the ships; but most of this is exported and 
I believe to the States. 

Being so close to the docks it is an easy matter 
to do a business in canvas. There are several 
qualities of canvas, the first being ‘‘new duck 
cuttings.” As their name suggests, they are the 
cuttings of new ‘‘duck,” a material used to 
make fine sails for yachts, &c. Such material is 
used in making bank-note paper, and is, there- 
fore, expensive, often fetching 35s. per cwt. 
Most of this and, indeed, other canvas is used 
for our home trade. The next quality is the 
“new brown canvas” cuttings from the ordi- 
nary canvas used for making the sails of our 
merchant and trading ships. Then we have 
clean white canvas”—really old sails or brown 
canvas which, by exposure to the sun and air, 
has been bleached. We have a second quality 
of this canvas. Steamers’ sails, whic® get 
smoked and dirty, old sails which have collected 
dirt, stains and marks, &c. A third quality is 
provided by sails which are spotted by grease, 
tar, color or in some such way spoiled. Then 
tarpaulin brings up the rear. This material is 
simply canvas coated with tar and is used in 
making brown paper and mill boards. Of course 
there are differences of price between each 
quality of canvas, as may be perhaps better ex- 
plained by quoting new duck at 35s. and tar- 
paulin at 3s. 6d. 


Baldwin & Hough employ about fifty men and 
a few girls—the latter to make wrappers and for 
sewing purposes generally. There is a stock of 
about 2,000 tons at present on the premises, con- 
sisting of the various fibres] have named. An 
excellent stable for the ten horses adjoins the 
office, and forms the ground floor of one ware- 
house. Five vans are required to carry on the 
business, and these find accommodation in the 
spacious stables. In Narrow street, an opening 
of twelve yards runs down to the river, and the 
barges lying alongside can be easily loaded di- 
rect from the warehouse. 

The firm used to have considerable trouble 
with its labor, but a club is in existence, sup- 
ported by fines and contributions, and its offi- 
cers—workmen themselves—see to the proper at- 
tendance of their mates. Illness was the great

to an excellent system of rules and regulations, 
the men, by their club, manage themselves, and

relieve their employers of much t-ouble and 


anxiety. On some other occasion I may allude 
to this as an instance of workmen’s clubs.

Improvement in Paper-Winding Shafts. 





In the accompanying illustration is shown the | 


design of an improvement in paper-winding 
shafts, patented by T. Seymour Scott, of Phila- 
delphia. 

This invention has for its object the construc- 
tion of a winding-shaft, from which the wound- 
roll can be easily removed; to which end it con- 
sists substantially in a collapsing shaft, or one 
which being of a given diameter during the 
winding process, can subsequently be made of 


| less diameter—that is to say, be collapsed—so as 
to render easy the removal of the wound roll. | views. 


The following description will give the fea- 
tures of the construction of a shaft embodying 


| this idea: A is the central shaft, provided with 
| journal ends B B, adapted to be placed in bear- 


ings. C C are sliding collars, secured to the 
central shaft by means of screws D, or the like, 
the arrangement being such that when the 
the screws are loosened and the device lifted 
from its bearings the collars can be slid off the 
central shaft. E E are separating-studs upon 
the inside faces of the collars, to keep apart the 
sections of the winding-shell; and F F, sections 
of the winding-shell, the latter being tapered at 
their ends, and fitting within correspondingly-

tapered circumferential recesses G upon the in- 
side peripheral faces of the collars. 

While the sections of the shell are of the same 
curvature as the collars, they do not completely 
surround the latter, but fall short of doing so 
by the width of the separating studs E; so that 
while when the collars are secured in place and 
are supporting the shell—as shown in the cut— 
the diameter of the winding-face of the shell 
sections is as great as that of the collars, yet 
when the collars, or one of them, are withdrawn 
sidewise from the central shaft, so that the col- 
lars and their separating studs no longer keep 
the shell-sections apart, the latter fall together 
or collapse, and form a winding-face of less di- 
ameter, from which the wound roll of fabric is 
easily removed. 

The inventor claims: A collapsing shaft for 
winding paper or other fabrics, consisting of the 
central shaft, A, the collars C C, the shells F F, 
and the separating studs E E, in combination.

The French Commission on the Export 
of Rags. 





There is considerable discussion going on in 
France anent the question of exporting rags. I 
think perhaps the evidence of a well known 
French paper-maker would prove interesting to 
you, especially as he quotes America freely. The 
rag merchants’ case isa very simpleone. They 
are protesting against an export duty of 4 fr. 
per kilo, or 33s. to 34s. per ton on white rags, and 
have petitioned Government to repeal the duty 
— news I announced in THE JOURNAL some 
months ago. The French paper-makers on the 
other side want the duty to be kept going, their 
contention being that if export goes on any 
further they will have no rags left for themselves. 
M. Dumont is a very celebrated paper-maker, 
and puts his case thus. I have translated his 
evidence to the best of my ability. Hesays: It 
is chiefly as exporters that these gentlemen (the 
rag merchants) have presented themselves and 
petitioned before this commission, demanding 
the suppression of the duty of 4 fr. on the 
export of rags. They are the agents, the mer- 
chants, they are not the manufacturers, or pro- 
ducers. There is here a great difference, which 
will not escape the attention of the commission. 
These gentlemen complain of the difficulties 
that at present are presented by exportation, 
and they show a diminution of three millions in 
the item of export of rags between 1874 and | 
1876. This sum is not correct, and in looking | 
over the table, 1867 to 1876, of the ‘‘ Trade of 
France,” Vol. II. page 362, it appears that | 
the exports of rags for paper-making were in 
1867, 2,389,059 kilos, and in 1876 are increased to 
8,134,227 kilos. There has been an increase 
between 1870 and 1874 of 3,000,000 kilos, but 
it was reduced the following year by the war.

| It must not be forgotten that we are passing 
| through in France a crisis as severe as that 
which exists likewise in America, and in Eng- 
land. These two countries use for making 
their fine papers white French rags. 


I have recently visited most of the English, 
Scotch and American paper mills, and every- 
where I have come across the marks of our 
French dealers, Alphen, Brunet, Augé. If busi- 
ness were prosperous these gentlemen would ex 
port as before and would not grumble; but trade 
being dull, as well in England and America as 
in France, they experience great trouble to sell, 
| and they blame for it the duty of 4 fr. per 100 

kilos, which they say stops business. It is not 
the case. These same merchants who, after the 

war, asked us 72 fr. for No. 1 white linen, offer 
| us to-day at 64 fr., and neither we nor foreign- 
| ers are buying sufficient, according to their 
This price shows a difference of §$ fr., 
| which is double the duty of 4fr. Why do not 
the foreigners buy? Because they are like us 
suffering from over production and the closing 
of the Eastern markets. 
| Foreign paper-makers can likewise pay more 
than us because they sell their paper dearer. 
News paper, for example, which represents one 
| of the largest sources of consumption, sells in 
France from 68 fr. to 70 fr. the 100 kilos, while 
in England and America it sells for 110 fr. to 
114 fr. You know further, gentlemen, that news 
papers in those countries sell for 2!¢d., 3d. and 
31¢d., while in France it is very difficult to sell 
at 14¢d. One journal only in France, Les Debats, 
fetches 2d., but what is its circu- 
lation ? 

All books in England and Amer- 
ica sell at higher prices than in 
France; the spelling books which 
sell with us at i}¢d. and 24d., 
sell in America at 8c. to 10c. 
After all, white rags especially 
furnish the chief interest of the 
question, and are the only rags 
exported on alarge scale. The rag 

merchants urge that the use of substitute fibres 
renders rags less necessary. This is an error. 
For books of a certain price white rags are neces- 
sary. The substitutes can be used in making 
| lower priced books, such as the Charpentier 
series, from 3!¢ fr. to 2 fr. per volume, but there 
are no white rags in the paper, and in addition 
to bad printing the books are worth but little to 
begin with; they will disapper because the paper 
has not been made of good materials. For fancy 
papers, writing papers, documents and Govern- 
ment papers, white rags must be used.

Preparing Paper for Embossing. 





A patent has recently been issued to Francis 
W. Matthes, of Liverpool Road, Islington, Eng- 
land, for a method of preparing paper or other 
smooth surfaces that a beautiful and realistic 
appearance may be given to any design that 
may be sketched or drawn upon it, the sketch or 
design as it is produced by the hand of the artist 
becoming embossed or made to stand in strong 
relief against the ground of the paper or other 
smooth surface. 

To this end a thick paste, composed of rice 
starch, to which is added sufficient cold water to 
give it the requisite amount of consistency, is 
prepared. This thick paste is then diluted by 
the addition of boiling water until sufficiently 
reduced to admit of its being spread on a smooth 
surface by a soft brush. The thin paste thus 
produced is then applied to the smooth surface 
that it is desired to emboss, care being taken 
that the whole of the smooth surface be covered 
by the paste. A piece of Chinese rice paper is 
then placed on the surface covered with the paste, 
and the whole is then subjected to slight pressure 
to cause the rice paper to adhere to the pasted 
smooth surface. The surface thus prepared 
should then be left to dry, and finally put into 
a press or passed between smoothing-rollers, in 
order to give the desired smoothness of surface 
to the rice paper. 

The smooth surface to which the rice paper is 
applied may be prepared with a design of any 
suitable character, so that all the artist will 
have to do will be to follow the outline of the 
prepared design.

British Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


16 Paternoster Row, Lonpon, E. C., 
February 16, 1879. 


Times are and continue ta be very hard. Busi- 
ness generally is very depressed all over the 
country, and although we don’t read or hear so 
much about distress and starvation, there is 


| evident'y a large number of work people out of 


employ. Several very “big” strikes are going 
on. The largest one is in Liverpool, where as 
many as 40 to 60,000 men find it easier to loaf 
about than earn 4s. 6d. to 5s. aday. The engineers 
and mill-wrights are out in London and are being 
supported by a very rich union. It is a matter 
of some speculation as to which way matters 
will end in this strike, both parties having 
plenty of money to fight with. It seems a won- 
drous pity that these trade disputes cannot be 
arranged by some other than pugnacious means. 

The paper trade seems to have got into a hole 
and cannot get out again. Prices rule very low 
and I cannot see any immediate opening for an 
improvement. I have seen a few paper-mak- 
ing friends during the week but they all seem to 
think things will improve in the spring. I hope 
they may. I saw one of our dealers yesterday 
afternoon who told me that the past week had 
been the worst he had ever known during the - 
whole time he had been in business. 

In spite of everything in the shape of raw 
material and plant being cheap, our paper- 
makers do not seem able to keep out foreign 
competition. I would hke to know how itis. 
Labor is cheaper on the continent, it is true, but 
it alone cannot make the difference which en- 
ables an invasion of our markets. I blame 
nobody. I think our paper-makers have hard 
times, and do very well considering the hard 
and fast lines of conservatism by which their 
factories are fettered. I do think more atten- 
tion ought to be paid to experiment and re- 
search. Our largest and best known firms have 
spent large sums in endeavoring to improve their 
systems. Has this anxiety to improve been 
general? Ought it to be? These are pertinent 
questions in these days when we can look around 
us and see improvement and enterprise among 
our competitors. 

Our friend the Paper-makers’ Monthly Jour- 
nal contaius a report of a meeting of some paper- 
makers held at Cannon Street Hotel. It must 
be remembered that the affair was got up by 
the ‘‘ Association” on the opposite side of the 
street. Perhaps you may consider it worth while 
to insert a summary of the proceedings in these 
columns. I have nothing to say about it. 

Our friend has come out quite strong, too, con- 
cerning a ‘‘London correspondent,” who, it seems, 
is closely related to your humble servant. I wish 
to say two things anent the lamentable para- 
graph. Firstly : I have never abused our Eng- 
lish paper-makers, nor elevated your own by 
comparison; secondly: I repeat that wrong quo- 
tations are given in one of the trade journals 
here, at any rate, as I proved by giving figures. 
The sublime and child-like innocence of our 
trade-representing contemporary, in treating 
the waiter’s report as a fact, is in strict keeping 
with the rest of the scathing paragraph. Poor 
Paper-makers’ Monthly Journal, return to bam- 
boo. 

Just before I was laid up I received a cata- 
logue from the Holyoke Machine Co. which I 
have shown to several people who all admire it 
very much. The machinery itself seems to be 
of the very first class calibre, especially the cal- 
endering machines and presses. Pumps are a 
strong feature also. I know of one or two mills 
using the calenders and I have always heard 
good accounts of them. I admire the paper, 
printing and illustrations comprised in the cata- 
logue. Good typography, in every sense, is a 
great feature in these show books, and it is a 
pity that we do not display a little more care 
over our own catalogues. I am much obliged to 
the Holyoke Machine Co., and hope they will 
have a good year this ’79. 

Markets are precisely as last week. There is 
no change to report. Everything is low and 
very dull. I shall give no figures this week, but 
will await the end of the month. The rise in 
esparto is only trifling—10s. a ton in best Span- 
ish. Chemicals and rags are both very de- 
pressed; now is the time to buy. Seconds (rags) 
are rather scarce just now, 10s. 6d. being paid 
for them. Common gunny, 6s. 6d. to 7s.

Trade is unprecedentedly dull. Never has busi- 
ness been so slack and prices so low within the 
memory of living paper-maker. No improve- 
ment looms ahead to give usa little cheer, and 
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we all feel very down at thé bad lookout. Yeta | 
very remarkable and noteworthy fact is this— | 
no paper-maker seems one bit the worse. Very 
few smashes are chronicled, although times seem 
to be uncommonly hard. Itis very evident that 
somebody is making money even at present prices. | 
The paper comes into the market and keeps on 
coming. By some means paper seems to be 
made at about 2'd. to2%d. per Ib., and can find 
a legitimate sale, so as to real.ze a profit to the 
maker. Well, with rags or jute at 10s. and good | 
wood pulp at 8s. 6d., decent paper can be, and is, 
being made to sell at 26s. Rags have risen a little 
lately, owing to the restrictive measures of Ger 
many against Russian rags, but the rise woald 
not affect our home makers of news and print 
ings. 

I was rather amused at the proceedings of the 
paper-makers at Cannon street the other week. 
The notion of cutting down the prices of felts 
and wires and beseeching the favor of our rail- 
way companies, isa sight for us all! Irstead 
of fighting or begging from monopolies, I think 
paper-makers would find more good to come 
from experiment and the abolition of the idiotic 





conservatism which stagnates the trade. Some 
of our paper-makers must laugh at the whining 
petitions to railway companies, when they know 
themselves that enterprise ani research, com- 
bined with determination to carry out experi- 
mental plans, have enabled them to fight a way 
through all the dark ignorance of paper-making 
processes of fifty years ago. I have been told 
by perhaps our most enterprising paper-maker, 
that he has been laughed at for trying to accom- 
plish certain results. 
ant egotism which is preventing our paper 
makers from going ahead. Feltsand wires and 
railway companies can take care of themselves, 
and won’t lower their prices to please their cus- 
tomers if they can help it. 

T have seen a circular from a Belgian house, 
Offering felts and wires at cost price to 
certain customers. This is about the only 
result of the howlings and wailings of the 
Cannon street meeting—a little more foreign 
competition. The firm in question are most 
enterprising people, and will, no doubt, do 
a business) Whether continental felts and 
wires are as good as our own, I cannot say. 
They may be, for I don’t believe in any one 
nation’s infallibility. But it is unpleasant to 
think that some more foreign competition is in 
store. 

I send you a short translation of the evidence 
of a paper-maker before the Commission of Gen- 
eral Taxes and Duties, at present sitting in Paris, 
M. Jules Ferry being the president. The account 
is in Le Moniteur de la Papeterie Francaise, for 
February 15. M. Dumont makes several errors 
respecting the prices of English papers. He 
says that news paper in England and America 
sells at 110 to 114 fr. per 100 kilos. This is equal 
to ray 112 fr. per 100 kilos., or just 5d. per lb. 
I think I can offer 50,000 reams of decent news 
at Havre, at we'll say 3'¢d., carriage paid. 
Here news paper sells at 3d. I say, 3d., but 25¢d. 
to 2%4d. would buy some samples. M. Dumont 
gives French news paper at 68 fr. per 2 cwt. or 
about 3d. per lb. If our paper sells, as he says, 
at 5d., why not send us some French news? 
Further on in his evidence he says a good deal 
about rags, paper, &c., and I will send you on 
another portion of his evidence next week, be- 
cause it may interest some of your readers. 

Ithink that so far as I have seen, the rag 
merchants of France will not succeed in getting 
the export duty of 4 fr. per 2 cwt. repealed. They 
bave been unfortunate in quoting erroneous fig- 
ures, which I will point out by and by, and this 
will do them harm. So far as I know of 
French paper—even their ‘‘ les papiers de luxe” 
or fancy papers—I don’t think white rags are of 
much necessity to French paper-makers. I am 
compelled to say that I have never yet seen 
what I call a decent sheet of French paper. 
They may as weil let us, and you too, have their 
best rags. 

Ihave received acircular from G. F. Green, 
of 67 Leadenhall street, E. C., announcing his 
intention of carrying on, in his own name, the 
Wood Pulp and Wood Pulp Board business of 
the late Gothenberg Commercial Company. 
Mr. Green had the exclusive management of 
that department of the late company’s business, 
and [ am sure, knowing Mr. Green for some 
time, that he is well able, hoth technically and 
commercially, to supply the best goods at a pro- 
portionately advantageous price.

Cuicaco, March 3, 1879. 

Wholesale dealers complain that manu act- 
urers are not treating them quite squarely. 
They say that the manufacturers will make 
prices to buyers west of the Mississippi at the 
same figures that they will to them here. Espe- 
cially is this the case with print paper. Print 
paper is offered in Davenport and Dubuque 
and along the Missouri at Chicago prices. One 
dealer asserted to your correspondent that print 
paper was offered at those points at actually one- 
fourth of a cent less than manufacturers would 
sell it in thiscity. Perhaps there never wassuch 
sharp competition on this particular kind of 
paper as at the present time. A print paper, 
one-third straw, one-third rag, and one-third 
wood has been offered in this market the past 
week at 5% cents. 

There is a better feeling in the wrapping paper 
market. The demand is good and the prices are 
firmer. The reasonof this is clear toall. It has 
been brought about through the efforts of the 
Straw Wrapping Paper Association,.and only 
shows what might be accumplished by this or 
any other similar association if it was made 
fully effective. The mills ought to be frequently 
looked after and kept informed of what the 
other mills are doing. The Secretary should 
have them constantly under hiseye. But this 
would necessitate more time than a Secretary 
under the present circumstances could possibly 
spare. 

Beebe & Kellogg, the new firm recently estab- 
lished here, report themselves as well satisfied 
with their outlook thus far. This firm proposes 
to handle the goods of Eastern houses, with 
whom it is well acquainted, as well as the prod- 
ucts of Western mills. It gives evidence of 
being an active and wide-awake firm, and full 
of push, which is very essential in these days in 
this marke, as well as everywhere else. A 
brother of Mr. Beebe has come from the East to 
lend his assistance to the work, and will have 
charge of the store. 

Thomas Nixon, of Dayton, Ohio, has opened a 
branch house in this city, in which he will keep 
the products of his mill—wrapping paper, paper 
bags, &c.

Hotyoxe, March 5, 1879. 

It is expected that the new Wauregan Paper 
Company’s mill on Dwight street will be started 
up the latter part of this month. The machinery 
has all arrived and is being placed in position 
and the shafting is going up. The new mill will 
employ forty males and thirty-five females, and 
its capacity will be five tons per day of super- 
calendered and fine book papers. The officers 
are as follows: President, James H. Newton; 
Superintendent, C. E. Adams; Paymaster, G. 
M. Adams. 

J. W. Arnold & Co.’s rejuvenated Mt. Tom 
manilla mill started up a few days ago after a few 
weeks of idleness. During the inverval the ma- 
chine has been thoroughly repaired, a new floor 
bas been put down in the machine room, new 
vats have been built, a patent duster put in, &c. 
The vapacity of the mill has been increased 
about one-third. I found the energetic superin- 
tendent, Mr. Scott, busily engaged in putting 
things to rights, but he found time to show your 
correspondent the changes and improvements 
made. The mill will produce a finer quality of 
manilla tissue than has been made heretofore. 

Robertson, Black & Co., the South Holyoke 
manilla paper manufacturers, are turning out 
about one and one-half tons of their goods per 
day. They are about to change over from com- 
mon manilla to manilla tissue, as there is more 
money in the latter class of goods. They have 
had no females in their employ of late, but they 
propose to reduce their force of males and put 
in a few females. 

An interesting digester test was made last 
week. D. F. Coghlan has recently made two 
uncommonly large digesters for A. Hill & Sons, 
of Middletown, Ohio, capable of holding twelve 
tons of paper pulp, which is equivalent to 12,000 
gallons of water. The test was made with the 
apparatus of the Hartford Steam Boiler Iospec- 
tion Company. They were subjected to a pres- 
sure of 250 pounds to the square inch and passed 
through it in a very satisfactory manner.

| hard and stubborn, it is difficult and often im- 


possible, in the whole hide, to work them per- 
fectly flat; and after being made into belting, 
they present to view an uneven surface all along 
the centre of the belt, which will never lay 
down flat to the pulley, thus preventing other 
parts from touching, and a corresponding de- 
crease in surface contact, even though the edges 
were supposed to bear. 

These disadvantages are overcome by the 
following construction: In making wide double 
belts the hides are cut along the middle, turning 
the back edges (B. E.) outward, and the side 
edges (S. E.) inward, inserting a side centre (S. 
C ) piece, so as to break joints widthwise, as 
shown in Fig 3, Fig. 1 being a perspective view. 
In three-ply belts the same method is carried 
out as shown in Fig. 4. There are various other 
arrangemants of the pieces which can be used 
advantageously in certain cases. 

The disadvantages of the ordinary method 
heretofore enumerated are overcome as follows: 
Ist. The edge portions of the belt being of firm, 
solid and unyielding leather, and the middle 
portions of leather of looser fibre, and more 
yielding texture, it is evident that, after run- 
ning a short time, the middle will give to the 
higher part of the pulley, and the edges will not 
only bind down, but will also afford that lateral 
support which will. prevent the middle stretch- 
ing as much as it otherwise would, and thus 
giving an even bearing the whole breadth of 
the belt, and consequently the greatest amount 
of pulley contact.

Wide Leather Belting. 


The drawings illustrate a patented improve- 
ment in the manufacture of wide leather belting. 
The term hide, used in this description, means 
the skin of the animal tanned whole, the back 
being in the centre, lengthwise. The term side, 
means one of the halves of the hide made by 
cutting down the middle of the back. 

The ordinary method of making wide two or 
more ply belts, as shown in cross section by Fig. 
2, is stripping pieces of the width required from 
the centres of hides, splicing the ends, and on 
this one ply building up layer after layer, as 
many as required, breaking joints with each 
layer, lengthwise of the belt ; the width of each 
layer being, of course, one piece. This brings 
the back centre (marked B, C. in the cuts), or 
firmest part of the leather, immediately in the 
centre of the belt, the edges being composed of 
leather from the side portions of the hide (8S. E.)

The testimony 
given by M. Dumont before the Tariff Com- 
mittee was along confession of the inferi- 
ority of the paper and presswork of French 
newspapers, periodicals and books. No 
such paper as that used by the London 
Graphic is ever employed in France, and

The 
South German paper-makers had a social 
meeting last month at Ulm. The German 
paper-makers want an export duty on rags, 
but some of them think it is better not to 
invite reprisals by levying a duty on foreign 
papers. Germany exports more than she 
imports, and her only danger can therefore 
come from the new taxes. The manufact- 
urers generally reported an improvement 
of trade since the first of the year. 





PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 

The total imports of rags and paper 
stocks at the port of New York during 
the month ended February 28, as reported, 
were 5,849 bales, a decrease from the cor- 





responding month of last year of 5,507 
bales, and a decrease compared with Feb- 
ruary, 1877, of 7,562 bales. There was a 
decrease from last year in rags of 696 
bales. Manilla stocks show a decrease of 
1,588 bales, and paper stock a decrease of 
3,223 bales. The total figures in each class of 
stock during the month of February for the 
years 1879, 1878 and 1877 are as follows:

Wire Cloth Vice Dryer Felts. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

In discussing drying felts some months ago, 
mention was made of parties experimenting 
with wire cloth as a substitute. I believe at the 
time no grace could be found of parties who had 
been doing so. The incident was recalled to my 
memory a few days ago by hearing a machine- 
tender state that he had worked them.

The machine for cutting paper, contrived by 
John Dickinson, of Nash Mill, was patented in 
January, 1829. The paper is wound upon a 
cylirdrical roller mounted upon an axle sup- 
ported in an iron frame or standard. From this 
roller the paper in its breadth is extended over 
a. conducting drum, also mounted upon an 
axle turning in the frame or standard, and after 


» passing under a small guide roller it proceeds 


through a pair of drawing or feeding rollers, 
which carry it into the cutting machine. Upon 
a table firmly fixed to the floor of the building 
there is a series of chisel-edged knives, placed at 


_such distances apart as the dimensions of the 


cut sheets of paper are intended to be. These 
knives are made fast to the table, and against 
them a series of circular cutters, mounted ina 
swinging frame, are intended to act. The length 
of paper being brought along the table over 
the edges of the knives up to a stop, the cutters 
are then swung forward, and by passing over 
the paper against stationary knives the length 
of paper is cut into three separate sheets. 
The frame which carries the circular cutters 
hangs upon a very elevated axle, in order that 
its pendulous swing may move the cutters as 
nearly in a horizontal line as possible, and it is 
made to vibrate to and fro by an eccentric or 
crank fixed upon a horizontal rotary shaft ex- 
tending over the drum, considerably above it, 
and which may be driven by any convenient 
machinery. Thé workmen draw the paper from 
between the rollers, and bring it up to the stop 
in the intervals between the passing to and fro 
of the swing. D. G.

Julia Russ, an employee in the Powers Paper 
Company’s envelope shop, Springfield, Mass., 
fell down a flight of stairs lately, injuring her 
spine and head so that she was unconscious for 
five hours, but she is now considered out of 
danger. 

On Friday last Michael Yates, in the employ 
of the Sheffield Paper Mill Company, at Sauger- 
ties, N. Y., met his death in a singular manner. 
He was at work in the afternoon cleaning out a 
vat. He inhaled the fumes arising from the 
chemicals, and becoming overpowered fell on 
the bottom of the vat. His condition was 
quickly noticed, and he was taken out insensible, 
and every effort was made to restore him tocon- 
sciousness, but without success, and he died in 
about ten minutes. He was a man about forty- 
five or fifty years of age, and leaves a large 
family. 
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Infected Rags. 





The existence of the plague in Russia has led 
to precautions against the importation of rags 
from infected ports. On Wednesday last a cir- 
cular was issued from the office of the Surgeon 
General of the United States Marine Héspital 
Service, addressed to officers of the Customs 
revenue, medical officers of the Marine Hospital 
Service, and others whom it might concern, in 
regard to the importation of articles likely to 
bring the plague. It was as follows: The Act, 
approved April 29, 1878, entitled ‘‘An Act to 
Prevent the Introduction of Contagious Diseases 
into the United States,” provides that no vessel 
coming from any foreign port or country where 
any contagious or infectious disease exists, nor 
any vessel conveying infected merchandise, 
shall enter any port of the United States, or 
pass the boundary line between the United 
States and any foreign country, except in such 
@ manner as may be prescribed under such Act. 

Attention has been called to the prevalence of 
a dangerous epidemic disease in Southern Russia, 
known as a plague; and its extremely virulent 
and contagious character, as manifested in the 
late outbreak, leaves no doubt that it is similar 
to, if not identical with the ‘‘ plague” which de- 
vastated the Old World in past centuries. Be- 
cause, therefore, of the danger which attaches to 
rags, furs, &c., as carriers of infection, the fol- 
lowing regulations are framed under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, and sub- 
ject to the approval ef the President, for the 
protection of the health of the people of the 
United States against the danger referred to: 

Until further orders, no vessel from any port of the 
Black Sea or Sea of Azof, conveying any rags, furs, 
skins, hair, feathers, boxed or baled clothing or bed- 
ding, or any similar article, liable to convey infec- 
tion; nor any vessel from any port of the Mediterra- 
nean or Red Seas, having on board such articles,

of the United States until such articles shal] have 
been removed from the vessel to open lighters or to

of Customs at New York, in compliance with the 
above proclamation, has ordered to be ‘sealed 

up ” the cargo of rags brought by the brig R. M. 

Heslen, of Boston, which arrived on Thursday 

from Trieste and anchored off Hart’s Island. 

This is the first action taken under the proclama- 

tion. 

Under the sanitary regulations in force here 
at all times, special permits are required before 
rags can be discharged. A vessel whose cargo 
consists of rags, no matter whence they come, 
must go to Quarantine, as the Sanitary Depart- 
ment of the Board of Health require a voucher 
from Dr. Vanderpoel before they will permit a 
landing. A bond must also be given for $200 
not to break buik while in transit. Between No- 
vember 15 and April 15, mgs may be discharged 
by coastwise vessels along the American coast 
without permits, but during the remainder of 
the year the law regulating cargoes of vessels 
from foreign ports has a general application. 
Some coastwise vessels take chances and land 
their cargo without going through quarantine, 
but if they are caught they are liable to a fine 
of $500. At Quarantine if there is the slightest 
suspicion of disease, the cargo is taken out piece 
by piece, and aired on lighters for several days. 
When the vessel is emptied it is thoroughly fumi- 
gated. It is claimed that no case of disease in 
this city has ever been traced to poison intro- 
duced by rags which have passed through quar- 
antine. 

No decisive action has been taken by the other 
ports, but it is rumored that they will follow the 
example of New York and New Haven. 

Experienced importers and manufacturers say 
that there is unnecessary alarm given in the 
matter. One manufacturer asserts that during 
the past twenty years he has used over 40,000 
tons of foreign rags, and during that time there 
has been but one death from infectious disease 
among the families of his employes,and that 
the deceased never worked in a paper mill 
As to the importation of Egyptian rags it is 
claimed by the Seymour Paper Company that 
its stock of imports is always dusted and ex- 
posed to the air in Egypt before being packed 
for shipment. 

As to the rags which are at present arriving, 
it is said that at the time of shipment no sickness 
prevailed inthe countries from which they were 
exported, and that the exporters were careful 
not to touch any stock which might be offered 
from the infected districts. It is asserted that 
there is more danger from the domestic rags than 
from those imported, as the former are often in 
mill within two weeks from the time of gather- 
ing, while the interval between the collecting 
and milling of the Jatter is often six months. 

Another manufacturer says: “I think the 
whole subject is looked at in a false light. Rags 
to some people seem peculiarly apt to propagate 
disease, but rags in transit, securely and closely 
packed as they are, can have no greater power 
of mischief than any textile, or in fact any mat- 
ter shipped from one place to another. Beside 
this, most of the rags which we import are col- 
ored, and a great deal of copperas is used in 
their coloring. Now, copperas is in itself one of 
the best disinfectants, and even the fermenta- 
tion among the rags caa only produce a gas 
which is highly disinfecting. There is no likeli- 
hood either that any rags can come from the in- 
fected districts, as nothing is allowed to pass the 
cordon, and all the contiguous nations have 
adopted the strictest sanitary measures. There 
is no talk of the plague in the countries of Asia 
or Northern Africa, and even the latest reports 
from Russia show that the danger of the plague 
extending may be considered over. There is no 
reason to attribute a special danger to rags, and 
I have never known or heard of any cases of 
disease from their handling or shipment,”

A. J. Marshall, a carriage builder of Lancas- 
ter, N. H., has in his shop one of the Torrent 
Rotary Pumps made by H. M. Wiswall, of Bos- 
ton. In the evening of April 9, 1878, a fire broke 
out near his shop and spread to a large tin and 
stove store only fifteen feet away, in a two- 
story wooden building, which was burned to the 
ground. In less than five minutes from the 
time of the discovery of the fire, Mr. Marshall 
had two streams through 150 feet of hose play- 
ing upon his buildings from the Wiswall pump. 
His buildings, which were also of wood, were 
uninjured, and a loss of $30,000 was thus avoided. 
Mr. Marshall next took a stream through 300 
feet of hose to some contiguous buildings and 
checked the fire there, thus saving $160,000 
worth of property for his neighbors. On the 
morning of September 27, 1878, when the Lan- 
caster Hotel was in flames, Mr. Marshall took a 
stream from his shop through 1,200 feet of hose, 
and saved all the property on the street, adjoin- 
ing the hotel, amounting to over $100,000 in 
value. At the former fire the pump was in con- 
stant operation from 7 o’clock in the evening to 
6 o'clock the next morning ; and at the latter 
fire from 7 o’clock one morning until the same 
hour next morning.

In the Sterling Exchange market the business 
was large, and the dealings throughout were 
characterized by a very firm tone. Bond deal 
ers required and bought large lots of all descrip- 
tions of sterling.
